Today I revisited the 
surrounding hills of my hone 
to relive some of the mem- 
ories of . y childhood. As 
I strolled aLong the brook, 
and through the pine grove 
a myriad of nostalgic mem- 
ories o£ yesterday came 
rushing into my mind. 

Watching an old pine 
tree swaying gracefully in 
the mid-afternoon breeze, 
I realized the true beauty 
of the scenery. Surely, 
Mother Nature had painted 
this playground with extra 
care. The green range of 
mountains breaks into spac- 
ious rolling meadows ,'■ dot- 
ted with lazy cattle, lei- 
surely grazing. The crys- 
tal-clear brooklets rush 
rhythmically over vari-col- 4 - 
ored rocks to the low lands, 
where they gurgle peace- 
fully. The aright yellow 
buttercups sedately droop 
in the heat of the after- 
noon, while violets of rich 
purple seem to be saving 
their simple beauty for some 
nature lover. In the dis- 
tance lie the huge marble 
blocks, piled almost pre-*- 
cariously one upon another, 
like faithful guardians of 
the now-deserted quarries. 
These interrupt the solid 
green and add clean, white 
freshness to the scene. 



Yes, it was here in these 
beautiful hills to which no 
painter could do justice, 
that I spent numerous care- 
free hours of my childhood. 

Each year, spring to 
winter, as far back as I can 
remember, my friends and I 
took advantage of nature's 
irresistible playground. 

Spring filled the hills 
v.ith radiance and new color. 
Birds again migrated to 
their old homes, serenaded 
us vith their favorite tunes 
and actually gave rebirth to 
every corner of the woods. 

Now that the snow and 
ice had melted and the birds 
were back again, I set out 
to gather the earliest flow- 
ers. First, mayf lowers cov- 
ered the hillside like a 
white blanket. Then the 
rare trailing arbutus send-*- 
i&g forth its sweet aroma, 
sent us searching for our 
first spring bouquet. These 
beauties were so scarce that 
cries were sure to ensue as 
we reached this coveted 
sanctum: "This is my spot" 
or "I got here first." I re- 
call distinctly the huge 
bouquets of purple violets I 
gathered for Mother on Moth- 
er's Day. They were so 
lar^e that I had to use two 
hands to hold one bouquet. 



Warm after my "flower 
hunt" and noticing the cool, 
sparkling brook, I dashed 
(Town the hill, removed my 
shoes and socks and waded 
into the icy water. One ac- 
tivity led to another. Hav- 
ing waded for a time, I soon 
noticed the minows darting 
in and out between the rocks 
and felt the urge to try my 
angler's luck. The fishing 
done in the bro ok was on a 
small scale, indeed. How- 
ever, I did enjoy putting 
the squirming worms on the 
hook! 

Like any child, hunting 
for birds' nests and c^gs, 
struck my fancy, iffy play- 
mates and' I gathered any 
number of nests and agg 
shells, scanning the mead- 
ows for meadow larks* nests 
was a great sport. This 
sort of activity continued 
throughout the spring. Thus 
another enjoyable spring 
gave way to a hot, but wel- 
comed summer. 

Warm, dry summers wore 
anticipated with pleasure, 
the ordinary pastime was 
swimming. 2» cool, refresh- 
ing break in nature's flay- 
ground served as the swim- 
ming pod accompanied by 
several other earnest stud- 
ents striving to master the 
"dog-paddle" , I learned to 
swim. ' This muoh-visitud 
fish dam has left with mc 
vivid memories. In the 
center of the dam was a huge 
purple rock which rose high 
out of the water. I seem to 
hear, as though it were to- 
day, the voices of my play- 
mates Culling to one another 
as they approached and 
away from the giant rock r all 
scrambling for a place to 
bathe in the sun. On the 



homeward journey from swim- 
ming, we picked all sorts of 
flowers in the nearby mead- 
ows and made colorful 
wreaths to wear in our hair, 
teaching home, we refreshed 
our fatigued bodies and then 
dug out the old berry buck- 
ets. :e tied them to our 
bolts and scouted the hill- 
sides in search of those 
huge blackberries. As the 
berries hit thu bottom of 
our pails, the locust sere- 
naded us in the heat of the 
afternoon sun. Busy as 
bees, we raided the bushes 
most heavily burdened with 
fruit, thereby, permitting 
the leaves to breathe more 
freely. Hot, tiroi and 
covered with smarting 

Scratchi'S^ I proudly carried 
home my sagging prized pro- 
duct, ^t the close of a 
perfect summer's day a most 
enjoyable activity was to 
eat supper in the woods fol* 
lowed by story tollint? among 
the whispering breezes in 
the cool pines. 

Jack Frost soon peeped 
around the corner to dress 
Mother Nature f s playground 
in charming vivid colors. 
The spacious meadows are 
lined with corn wigwams sur- 
rounded by plump, orange 
pumpkins. Nipped by the 
early frost, butternut trees 
showered a storm of ripe 
fruit. Noticing this 
change, I sought my bransack 
bag and returned to the fav- 
orite trees to make my an- 
nual ;, h..ul". I believe I 
worked more energetically 
t'aan a squirrel preparing 
for a long, cold winter. 
The frosty air filled my 
veins with the hiking fever. 
Thus, I visited the same- old 
haunts of previous years ^ 

only each time there seemed 



to be a special message 
there. Often times my play- 
mates and I hiked all day in 
these rapturing hills with 
no special objective in 
mind. Following a long walk 
over cliffs and ledges of 
all sorts, we would stop at 
our favorite picnic grounds 
beside the brook and cook 
our weinies. Sizzling hot 
dogs sent forth a delicious 
aroma, and soon v-e had eaten 
all and sat around the blaz- 
ing flames chanting our vtood 
land tunes; Regretfully and 
yet gladly, we watc.ied Nat- 
ure again hide her late 
leaves and blossoms under a 
soft blanket of snow. 

The blustering winds' 
and drifting snow did not 
hinder us from passing- over 
the old trodden paths, but 
invited us to an amusing 
winter in the heart of my 
"dream land". The numerous 
sloping hills provided ex- 
cellent ground, but the 
treacherous barbed v:ire on 
either side of the hill made 
it difficult to ski care- 
freely over the paths. Slid- 
ing on the rough hillsides 
was often thrilling eft: 2 I 
had cast my battered skis 
away. The wooden traverse 
sent us zooming over tha 
rocks and the brook, where 
we were sometimes perilously 
upset . 

To diversify our winter 
activities, we were soon 
gliding on gleaming &fc<-.t--s 
on home made rinks in the 
sand pit. The frozen ponds 
of ice among the send beds 
lay peacefully covered With 
snow until we arrived with 
our brooms and shovels and 
soon ^ave it new life. A- 
gain I seem to hear, as if 



it were today, the scurry- 
ing and scraping upon th© 
smooth shiny ice and th« 
happy voices of my friends 
filling the crisp air. 

Before long, March 
winds soaring through the 
pines and breaking their way 
across the mountain ridges, 
sent us busily tapping oun 
favorite maples. As every- 
thing else, our maple sug- 
aring was on' small scale. 
We tapped not more than six 
trees and because there were 
four of us in business, 
cries could be heard, such 
as: W I found this tree 
first," or "I've done more 
work than you, so I should 
get more than you".- In 
spite of such arguments, we 
divided the syrup and. 
thought it \ orth our trou- 
ble. Each year of my child- 
hood passed rapidly, but was 
filled v.ith rapturing hap- 
penings as these in these 
hills of mine. 

Today's walk brought, a 
host of other happy inci- 
ents to mind. One was the 
"green house" at the very 
end of the lane. It was the 
most mysterious part of my 
playgreundj with its creak- 
ing doors and shaking raft- 
ers =, How we envied whis- 
tling winds which forced 
their \-'ay through cracks in 
the walls and windows'. To 
this day there is an air of 
mystery about our "green 
house". Just outside of 
this building stands the 
towering cr*ne which tells 
a sad story. The lossened 
rung of the iron ladder 
leading to the apex of the 
crane renews the taredy. A 
photographer seeking a point 
from which he might photo- 



graph the valley and moun- 
tains below, climbed to tha 
top of the ladder only to 
meet sudden death in a fate- 
ful fall. This memorable 
story served as a warning 
that we must never venture 
to climb the: faithless 
crane. 

Another remembrance on 
the light side of life is 
the fun in the local olftf 
bed. Several afternoons 
were spent molding dishes 
out of cU.y end setting them 
in the hot sun to bake. Ait 
least I imagined they baked 
and once again looked for 
something new. 

Returning from my 
pleasant hike in the woods 
today, I realized the great 
love I had for nature as a 
child. Surely, I would! 
never have had so nanyr 
pleasant times in these 
hills if I hadn't appreci- 
ated nature's beauty. By 
merely watching the water 
gurgle over the rocks or 
witnessing the setting of 
the sun, one must believe 
there is a Supreme Being who 
created this pleasant land. 
Yes, permit me to express my 
heartfelt gratitude to Him 
who created my beautiful 
Childhood Paradise*

During the war they 
proved their worth by work- 
ing in war plants and fac- 
tories* in the Red Cross and 
by their willingness' to en- 
list 'in the \7acs,. Spars, 
Waves, etc. 

Their work in factor- 
ies and war plants was up to 
par' with the men's work; 
Now, even with the war over, 
factories are still employ- 
ing them. This must mean 
that their v/ork was satis- 
factory, and that they will 
be treated as equals with 
men in the various occupa- 
tions • 

Their work in the Red 
Cross has proved that they 
can stand the strain and 
stress of battle and other 
emergencies, such as floods, 
hurricanes, tornadoes, and 
earthquakes just as well as 
any man, and are a lot bet- 
ter qualified to keep up the 
morale 'of the unfortunate 
people •

Also, during the war 
came the demand for women to 
take the places of men 
needed to fight. This call 
was immediately answered by 
many thousands of women who 
enlisted in the various 
parts of the armed services. 
These courageous women 
donned uniforms and went to 
work with a will, not only 
in this country, hut 'in for- 
eign lands as well. They 
worked with the personnel 
department in keeping up 



data and other important 
issues of the day; 

In addition to their 
necessary work, they also 
helped a great deal in keep- 
ing up the morale of the 
fighting men. Our whole 
country is indebted to these 
men and women who foujnt 
side by side for the cause 
of liberty. 

But women are not al- 
ways praised for their ac- 
complishments. One of these 
advancements is their 

driving of cars.' Ever since 
I can remember, this has 
been a subject of great 
Joking . &etl evidently think 
that as long as the auto- 
mobile is a mechanic-: 1 in- 
vention, they should be the 
only ones to take advantage 
of it. 

I do not know the name 
of the first woman who at- 
tempted to drive a car but 
I wish I did. Shft was def- 
initely one of the most 
daring women of her age and 
although she was probably 
made fun of, she did not 
give up. For if she had, 
then it would have discour- 
aged all other prospects 
and, as anyone can plainly 
see, that is not the case. 

Then why do men make 
fun of all women drivers? 
That is a question that is 
"often asked hut I have 'never 
heard a direct answer. The 
only reason that I can think
